Oklahoma City, Okla., June 
30.— 
Annual State Sunday school con­ 
vention Wednesday night in the Au­ 
ditorium, outbursts of enthusiastic 
greetings

speaker, a hearty welcome given to 
delegates and visitors, and all in all, 
pace set for what is expected to 
be the greatest convention of its 
kind never held in Oklahoma.

The offer of the 
bnbe is not so startling as the fact 
that anybody would undertake to cor­ 
rupt and debauch Gore, blind as he 
is and poor as he is known to be. 
Gore’s friends can point to the fact 
that he was born and reared in a 
state (Mississippi) 
where the “Old 
School” is yet alive and where hon­ 
esty and fair dealing is not regarded 
as old fogyish and where the smart 
aleck and the crook are neither tol­ 
erated nor harbored. It is well at 
this time, with this case in mind, to 
recall 
some Mississippi * history of 
less than a dozen years ago. Mississ­ 
ippi, poor but proud, needed a new 
state capitol and the legislature pro­ 
vided the money, one million dollars, 
(an immense sum for that state at 
that time) and advertised 
for 
bids 
through the then governor and two 
other state officers.

His friends came down and put up 
a cash bond of $5,000 for him and 
he left, never returning and forfeit­ 
ing the bond to the state.

The man who undertook to corrupt 
Gore certainly did not know him. his 
people or the current history of his 
native state.—Muskogee Times-Demo- 
crat.

The Attorney

ed to abate the suit and application 
to the supreme court for writ of pro-

brought. 'The holding of the court 
\vas to the efi'pct that the attorney 
cenrral, in the manner in which he 
was proceeding, had no authority to 
bring actions in the district court in 
the name of tho state without execu- 
tive sanction. 


"Writs of prohibition are made to 


apply when it is believed an inferior 
tribunal is preparing to exceed its 
authority. It has the
